llenders of thc National Christian Journal Atnulri 
congratula te CmigrcsMiian Shechan of Illinois ínr 
pointing out Mime deadly facts hefore thc Ameri¬ 
can pcople: 

“The right of any American to own a home. farm. fac- 
tory, or any other type of property may be abrogated by 
United Nations passage of a covenant refussng to recognizc 
properfy righls. 

“The facts are simply thesc: The United States is a 
member of the UN. 

“The Human Right* Commission is an agency of the UN. 

“A covenant passed by thc UN therefore becomes the 
overriding law for member nations. 

“Unless this nation is aware of what happens and moves 
to block it. a binding covenant may be enacted by UN. per- 
haps while Congress is in rccess. 

"Wt need to know whether. as Scnator Bricker contenda, 
it would be upheld in the courts. The Constituuon guaran- 
tees the right to own property. The courts have hcld, how- 
ever, that treaties are the siipreme law oí the land. We are 
in thc UN under a treaty. Does a UN covenant override 
the Constitution? 

“Denial of the right to own property would püt all hous- 
ing in the direct power of the centrali/cd federal govern- 
ment. The conccpt of the founding fathcra of what íreedom 
means would be wiped out.“

ever, nolhing appears to have hecn defi- 
nitely uccomplivhed .» a residi of »his 
efTort Hnt on the siMcenth of thc >nmc 
niomh. the Kcv James M. Wilher, of the 
Orcgon Mcthodist Mjsyions, organized a 
Sunday school. 

Anothcr cari) da) missionar) lo min¬ 
ister in San Francisco was lhe Rcv. Wil- 
liam Roberlv. cn rouic to Orcgon in thc 
sumnwr of 1X47 Hc. loo. was a Mcthod- 
isi. lalci. he rclurned to Califórnia and 
mude his home in Oakland. 

In Jul), 1X47. what sccms to have bccn 
the first tempcrance group to bc formed 
in Califórnia was organized by Rev. He- 
cot. Wrilmg on a blank page in an old 
family Blblc. thc pledgc vvax círciiiated 
nmeing lhe ícw pcople around him: . 

We, the undetsigned. anxíous to promote 
•hc Irue principies of te mperance. do 
plcdge otir honois lhal w*c will not use 
intoxic.it mg liquor n\ a hevorage." lt was 
signcd b) len per.sons busides hiniselí. 


In October. I84X. lhe Rev limothy 
Dwight Hunt. missiona ry who hud served 
in HonoluUi. aiTivcd in San Francisco 
and bccwm thc first rcgutarly nppointcd 
pasior residem in Califórnia. Ün No- 
vember 2. IX4X. Mr. Hunt was engaged 
hy thc citizens of San Francisco lo act ns 
ihcir chapluin-at large. ai a satar> of 
$2.500. Thcrc was no regular church or- 
g.mi/ution at lhal lime so, bceiiming on 
Novcmbcr 5 of that ycar, Rev. Hunt be 
gun preaehing in the littlc white .school 
houve" on lhe PJ.Vn to a conyrcgntion of 
believers of various dcnominations. “lhe 
Luvc of God in the Gift of Chnst." wnx 
ihe Hiihject of that first sermon. hascd on 
lhe tett. John J; 16. A Sunday school had 
hccn sturted prior lo this, hut wat dis- 
bonded on nccoum of the gold ru>h. On 
Noventher 12. I84X. the classes wcre re- 
esioblished. 

The firsl Haptist missionar) to Califór¬ 
nia «as lhe Rev. O. C. Whceler, who »r- 
rived in San Francisco on the mornmg of 
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Fehiuary 28. 1849. on thc flrst stcnmcr 
ever to pass ihrough thc (ioldcn Cate. 
thc SS. CaM fornia. Thc Baptist Church 
of Sun Francisco was organized on July 
6. 1849. wíth Mr. Wheclcr as pastor. 

I hou house of worship was lhe firsl 
Frotcstant edificc dcdicnled in Califomin 
—on August 5. 1X49. 

NVilliam Taylor. Methodist minister. nr- 
nvcil in S.m Francisco on Sepicmbor 21. 
1X49, and iwrt da>s laler, by invitntion 
of lhe Haptisis. hc preachcd hi> firsl ser¬ 
mon herc. The first Sunday in October 
of that ycar he opened a small chai cl 
buill «ith lumhcr sent down from O c- 
gon. prior io his arrivnl. hy NVilliam R< b- 
crts. This church cdíficc vv:n thc scco id 
Proicsl.ini house of worship lo hc dedi- 
cated in Ihis stalc. 

Univertity of Californin 

Miother pionecr minister \vhs lhe Kcv 
Samuel H. Willey. a Prcsb)leri:m. who 
ariivcd in San Francisco Fcbrunr) 7X. 
1849. and who officiatcd as ehnplnin of 
(hc Staie Consiiunionnl Convcnlion hcld 
al Monfcrcy. Hc led in thc forming of 
thc Howard Street Preshyiciian Ch ircli 
in San Francisco in 18*0. and. in IK<1. 
was invu umertal in helping lo opcn thc 
Oakland Collegiale School. 1 hrongh the 
zcnl of Willey and lhe Rcv. Hcnry Ou 
rant. a Congregalionalist. thc ncadem) 
grew info lhe College of Califórnia, and 
cventunlly inlo thc Univcrsity of Califór¬ 
nia. Dr Duranl was its first presidem. 
In March (87.1. he wus elccted maior uf 
Oakland and dícd Januarv 22. IX7V 

Fir*l Churches 

The first Prolcvlant Church ofhcíally 
formed in Califórnia was ihc First Prcs- 
h)lcrian Church a( Bcnicia. organized 
April l<. 1X49. wúh four members, b\ 
lhe Rcv. Sylvcsicr \Vo*HJbrulgc'. Jr. as 
si\ted hy |hc Rcv Alhcn Williams of San 
Francisco, ür. Woodbridge remnined at 
Reniciu until Fcbniarv. 1869. whon he rc- 
moved to San I runcisço lo publish lhe 
Ottitlcitf. Howcvcr. sincc chis church 
ecased lo esist afier IX7S. ihc honor of 
bcing firsi passes lo lhe First Prc>b)lcriuu 
Church of San Francisco, whiclt wns 
organized May 20. 1X49 thc sccond 
formed wilhin (he siate. Kcv Mbcit Wil¬ 
liams was lhe pastor, and xerviçes wcre 
hcld in a large icnt on Duponi Street, 
near Pacific. 

Firsl Congicgntional Church of Sai» 
Francisco w-as organized Jul) 29. 1849. 
wilh Rev. T. Dwight Hunt cal led as pas¬ 
tor. The same wceV Trinil) Proiestant 
Fpiscopal Church was founded. wilh the 
Rcv, Flavel S. Mines as rector. Durinc 
Ücccmher. IK49, Rcv Dr Ncr NVchr 
opened üraec Chapei in San Francisco 
for lho Proiestant Fpiscopal Church. 
Citace Cnthcdral is lhe outgrowth of this 
work. 

Rev. John W. Douglas, pastor of thc 
Prcsbytciian Church at the pucblo San 


Jpsc. is crcdiicd wilh having preachcd thc 
first Proiestant sermon in what is now 
Alameda Counly. En roiilc to lhe mines 
on a tour of inspcclion for lhe General 
Missionary Bourd of his denomination, 
(hc minister stoppcd at Missiun Sun iose 
villagc on a Sunday in July. 1849. and 
hcld scrvices in » priv.uc hnmc. Kcv. 
Douglas «rrived in San Francisco on Feb- 
ritttry 2.V 1849 

Fir« Ordínatian 

The first representulíve of the Ameri¬ 
can Bible Socieiy in Califórnia wav Freil- 
enck Huel. a licencinte of lhe Congrega- 
tional Church. who arrived |n San Fran¬ 
cisco port in 1X49 as fiist olhccr of a trud- 
ing ship. He was soon afierward liccnsed 
by thc Prcsbyierlans. and in luly, 18.10. 
was ordaincd by lhe Prcshytery of (*ali- 
fornia—lhe firsl tu rccoivc ordination in 
any Proiestant Church in this »tmc. Rcv. 
Huel organi/cd lhe Californin Hmmh o( 
the Hiblc Socicty and was il.s agenl for 
ahoul Iwcnty years. Hc passed away at 
his Oakland home October 27. 1873. 

Intercsting is lhe fuct that lhe firsl 
claim upprovcd for paymcrn whcn Cwli 
forniu hccanic n siate of the Lnion was 
an item of $'00 for a gili-edgcd Bible 
will» tlusp. The Riblc was ordvied from 
San Jose tthc siate capital at lhal time) 
to he itviiilable for a sessiun of lhe State 
Supremo Court to be held iti San Fran¬ 
cisco in Junc. IXNü Thc claim has a no- 
tation lhal lhe amhori/alion must hc 
made iminediaiel) lo meei the session 

1 ilalc.

Civil War Pcriod 

Res. J. A. Rcnton. onc of thc first edi- 
lors of Thf Pacific. olFicial (iongrega- 
lionul publica tion, and Rcv. S. H Willey, 
wrote anlMavery articlcs us cari) as 1X51; 
and the> wjih olJiCrs rocalcd thc eaist* 
encc of u plol lo divide Califórnia in 
ordci to treate uui of its souihern portion 
n slavc sluie. Spucc forhids thc telling of 
it in rlctail, hui Ihis limcly disclosiire 
sDoiled lhe plol and was vícwed ul thc 
lime as having «tvcricd lhal cul imit). 

And. too. it is a well known hisioricnl 
fact thnl Califórnia gold saved the Repub- 
ite iri lhe lime of lhe Civil War. If totd, 
th ia episode woiild fill n volume in ihiclf. 
Sincc those licUtc ilav>. Culifornians have 
(urncd thc lide in more (hau eme politicat 
and ceoiiormc hattlc ihui has rcdoimded 
to the vvelfarc of thc njtion as a wholc. 
May she not f.ul m thc criticai duys 
ahead. 

CnliforniaS popnlaiíon grew and its 
churche-. incre.tscd until. in lhe middie of 
1X53. ihcrc werc ai Icasi cighiy-livc 
ProlCslanl Church orgnniz ilions, inclod- 
ing Mclhodist. ihirty. Meihudist Church 
South, tvvcnty. lUptisi. nine; Congrcga- 
tional. Clghl. New School Presbyiemn, 
scvcri. Old School, four; Fpiseopal, six; 
and onc Uniiarnin. 

Spucc, uh>. will noi permit us io men- 
lion lhe lilcrary outpul of (his slale— 
cilher secular or religious. hui siilTtcc lo 
say Califoriu.i iltcrutiire has had a de- 
eided influcnce upon ihc spuitunl and 
moral çorxt anisncss of lhe American 
people.

Conference to Aboliah the United Natíons, Held 
at the Sir Francia Drake Hotel. San Francisco, 

Calif., October 8. 1951 

Nine vears and fom* monihs ago, in this city by 
the Gohfcn Gaic. an event took place that Uas 
hrought the United States of America lo the cross- 
voads of its survivnl as a sovercign and índependent 
natinn—a tinte vvhcn vou and I shmild devote our 
whule soul, inutd a ml strength to the Service of 
Chnst and country—vvlten wc sbuuld subordmate 
ourselvcs to the general welíarc of our comnumitv, 
statc, and ntttiou. I sincerely hopc and pray tltai m 
lhe tiays ahead wc «hall alí wurk togethcr in that 
spirit 

ln the panl, there ha* beeu manifest that certnin 
pcculiarity that certnin ipiality —that hns macio us 
dilíerent froni any otbcr people on, earth. 

The great niiiuls wlio set the pattem íor us a 
century and threc quarters ago. enlcnaincd the deej» 
conviction that ntan was born with tjualities which 
bestow on him a unique status. Our forcfathers felt 
that the most iinporlant thing lhe Lord God ever 
created was man, and that man was entitled tn dig- 
nity and se!í rcspect, These leaders believed that in 
this sense men arc cndowcd with certnin God-givcn 
rights in the pursuit of happiness, and o‘f freedom 
of worship, and in living their own lives without 
human interícrencc. 

Our Founding Fathers designed the Conítitutior» 
and the franiework of govcrmnent on the basis of 
this conviction a* a ncw kind of govcrmnent that 
would bc admimstercd by clccted representatives 
of tlic people themsclves. 

This departurc írom Old World idenlogies would 
prove for all time whcther or not "men may bc 
trusted t(» gnvern themselvcs without a mas ter." 
Tbomas Jefícrsun pvedicted suceess íor Amtricans 
"if," as bc said, "wc can prevent the Government 
fruiu wasting the Inhors of the people under the 
pretense of taking care nf thent " 

li» the decadcs folluvving 1776, \mcricans be- 
c.ifne a great and rcspectcd people. hoimring Chríst 
and ptvidnimiug írccdnin throughout the land. llis- 
turijms bf ycstcryenr believed that America had 
demonstrated íor all the world tu svc that meti wcrc, 
at long last, ablc to gnvern theinselvcs. Today, 
we need to makc a reappraisal. 

For years prior even to the old Leagtte of Na- 
tions wc vvarnecl against a world governmenl. be- 
lieving in the Wa&hulgtonian principie of friendship 
with all natíons. trade with all nations, but entan- 
gling albanec* with none. W c believed, and still 
believe, the Apostle Panl s admnmtion, as recorded 
in 2 Corinthians 6:14—18: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked together wilh unbelicvcri: 
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“And what concord hath Christ with Betial? or what part 
hath he that believeth with an infidel? 

“And what agreement hath the temple of God with idols? 
for ye are the temple of the living God; a* God hath aaid, I 
will dwell in them. and walk ln them; and I will be their 
God, and they ahall bc my people. 

"Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye íepa- 
rate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing, and I 
will reccive you, 

“And will be a Father unto you, and ye ahall be my sons 
and daughtere, aaith the Lord Almighty." 

The old atui dcíuitct Leagne uf Natíons was an 
attcmpt at ümitcd world govcnimetu wbicb had its 
birth in the travails of <>ne world war and its death 
in the auarchy and bloodshed nf anothcr. 

Fortnnalely, at that time, we had a few tnen in 
Congrcss wlm reíuscd tu bc cnsnared by the global 
policies of Colunei Honsc and Woodtow Wilson; 
and. in 1920. wc, the people of the United States, 
mnde the decision that we wnntctl nn part in the 
Lengue of Natíons. 

During the past twcnty > ca rs and mure, how- 
oer, many liavc bcCti deceivcd and have bccome 
coníused. A radical changc lias come to America 
and tu American*, Much oi our freedom hns been 
bartered away. And nmv, our country finds ilselí 
at the crnssruads uf lime, liesitant and ícarful of 
what the immediatc future liolds íor it, 

\\ e liavc recently discovered that freedoms care- 
lesslv rcbn<|nished are hard to regain. So-callcd 
cinergency "rcgulatiops'’ hnye led to >4 planinng," 
and the Govcrnmcní M*hi*ib s supjmsed to bc the 
scrvanl of the people i.s more and more taking 
control of our lives. This "plannfrtg** is fnst chnng- 
ing not only the cltarar.ter of our govcrmnent but 
tbe chnractci uf our |«njple. 

Millions liavc suecmní^l th tia: tviles uí lhe Ncw 
Dealcrs and the 1‘hir Elcaltrs. and uow scctii mure 
tban willing to surmidcr their indcpcndcnce for the 
vague promise that some sort of a supCrgovcrnment 
will take carc oí them írom the cradie lo their grave 

Kvcry now and then. howcvcr, an inspired and 
great man comes afnng and higli lights our proh- 
lems in a few simplc words which serve as a re- 
mimler to posteríty that history ofton rci>cat' itsclf. 

■\ few pointers written long ago to guide the 
people uver lhe sliuaK of their lives migbt lie liclpftil 
lo us today: 

I. Vem cniiiiòt bríng prosperity by discourag- 
ing tlirift. 

2 You cannot streugihcn the wcak by weak- 
ening the stmng. 

3. You caituot liclp «mall men by tearing dovvu 
big men. 

4. You cannot belp the poor by dcstroying the 
riclt. 

ã. You cannot lift the wage-earner by pulHng 
duwn the wage paver. 
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6. You caniiot kecp out of trouble by spend- 
ing more than your income. 

7. You cannot establisli sound security on bor- 
rowed money. 

8 You eaunot build character and courage by 
taking avvay inan‘s initiative and independ- 
ence. 

9. You cannot help men permanently by doing 
for tbem wbat tliey could and sliould do for 
themselvcs. 

Ladies and gcntlcmcn, tbc tragedy is not that 
the Plauners waut to plan onr lives but tliat we arc 
allowing tliciu to do so. And thc niost tragic aspect 
of it is that so many, wlio you would tliink would be 
more farsigbted, have been actually helping these 
Planners carry out their plans. 

Patriots With Divine Guidance 

No, titis country of ours vvas not foimded by men 
who relied on somebody elsc to take care of tbem. 
It was built by men who believed in Divine guid¬ 
ance, wlto dared to sltape their owtt lives, who had 
courage to envision ncw homotis, and who had 
cnougii confidencc in themselvcs to assume the 
neeessary risks. 

This self-reliance is mu American legacy, It is 
that certain quality which denontinated Amcricans 
as Amcricans. Some may call it individual initiative; 
others intestinal fortitude: but I call it destiny. But 
whatever it is called, this self-reliance is a niost 
prccimis coinponcnt of our nationnl character and 
one which we certainlv shall fight to kccp. 

We niust constantly lie alert to the effurts ot 
thosc who would concentra te pmver in the Federal 
Government for the pnrpose of making our eco- 
nomic system socialistic. 1 unly call your attention 
to what lias taken placc in Grcat Britain to warn 
you that once we set upon that road, it is very dif- 
ficult to turn hack. 

I-ct us lie ever watchfid lest we beconie ensnared 
like Samson of old, and thc Philistincs bitid us, and 
blind us. and we are forced to griml in their fiirsed 
niill of SoeiatUm. Communism, and One Wnrldism. 

We ui ust iiislst, therefore. upon a complete re- 
versal of the twenty-vcar scheiniiig towards central- 
izatinn of power in Washington. States' rights niust 
he protccted in some cases, restored— and Ru- 
reaucracy repudiated. 

We Amcricans ltnve heen jiistly proud of our eco- 
nomic know-how and our poluicaí imlcpendcncc and 
our riglit to govern uttrsclves. But some who call 
themselvcs good Ainericans liccamc coinplaccnt and, 
"wliile men slept. thc eneniy canic and sowcd tares 
amoiig the wlicat” (Mattlicw 13:25). 

Nationalisni and pride of country built America 
to the most respectcd natinn under íleavcii: but Tii- 
tcrnationalism has, for yeara, been sowing thc seecls 
of dissolulion. And we liavc (ust latelv liceu awak- 
ened to tile fact that most of the world bates us or 
mistrusts us. Can we hlainc tbem? 

I want to ask you a ipiestion: liavc wc seriously 
considcred what thc One Worlders arc demanding?

lf>. That moogrelizatioti bc tcgatízed and en- 
couraged. 
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Intcrnntionalism, or One-Worldism, cati bc dc- 
fined as simply mob-rule i>n n global scale. It is not 
something new ; but dates from thc time of Luclícr, 
Cilin, and Ximrud. it is Babel witli a new angle; 
the sclf-santc Satanic confusion but umler a new 
guise, known as thc United Nations. 

Titis ilevílish scheme tosell out the United States 
to thc Intcrnationnlists was framed at Washington, 
13.C.. August 21 to October 7, 1944, and was known 
as the Dumbarton Oaks etinference. It was adopted 
at San Francisco, April 25 to June 26, 1945, and thc 
charter nf the United Nations was drnwn up. 

Trappcd by World Planners 

Let us take time to sce what thc World Planners 
Itave alrcady gotten us into: 

On a populalion basis, the United States is otit- 
mimbered seven to one. On a unit basis, as is at 
present constitutcd, we are oittnuinbcrcd 59 to 1, 
With its 200 or more commissions and cmmcils, this 
International moiistrosity is imposing a culture in 
our tniilst wbícb is tteilher Riblical nor original 
American. It is plain to lie secn, any way vou look at 
it, the United States cannot Itopc to surnve in sttch 
an hn-Godly setup as thc United Nations. 

And, whn is pnving the hill, inay I a.-k? You 
and I. We are paying it. lii thc sw-callcd United 
Nations policc action in Korca our American bovS 
did ahont 90 per cent of the dyitlg—exclusive of the 
South Korcnns. Our casualtics for that war, hased 
on figures from official sourccs. totalled 152,128. 1 
ask you again; Wasn t that an awful price to pay 
for fighting a war our generais were not allowed 
to win ? 

Confessirm. my friends. is good for lhe soul. 1 
believe. therefore, that we Americans shoultl turn 
baek the pages in retrospect. and repent of thc tragic 
blundiTS and crimes of our generatinii. l.ct ns lie 
gin with the decade of 1913 to 1923. 

The Federal Reserve system was created whiclt 
put us under thc International hankcrv The finan¬ 
cial vampires could stick thc gold anil credils from 
cuic cuiintry to nnothcr, and therehy cause a piinic 
or a depression. lly control of our economy thcy 
could also force us to participate in wars of ihcir 
mvit niaking, wherehy tliey wonld gain by lonns and 
hy thc productimi oi aniinunitiott and implcmcnts 
of war. 

So. hy 1917. these Amalekttcs had drawn Amer¬ 
ica into their war; and hy 1922-23 we were in a 
iiiinor depression. The Federal Reserve continucd 
thc shiíting of credits and gold iiiitil thc great tle- 
pression was forcetl upon us. 

Presidctit Uerhert Houver refused. in 1931, to 
spíll the blood of American liovs hy meddling in 
Asiatic nffairs. Mr. Iloovcr’s rofustil to how to the 
International money-changcrs broughl down upon 
his head sttch hatreil that thc Anialekites, who slood 
to profit hy our entry into thc China-Japan war, 
contimied lo hreak thc United States hanking credit, 
and the panic liecamc worse Two lumdrcd thnu- 
santl factories shut dow n, 3,000,000 small businesses 
failed; 3,000,000 farms were foreclosed. 
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In 1933, Franklin D. Roosevclt carne into power; 
and, instead of driving the money-changcrs out of 
the tcmplc, as he promiscd, the worshippers of inani- 
mon were allowed to take over. 

Our lawmakers could ha ve created our own 
moncy as Abraham Lincoln did— and (or whiclt lie 
was assnssínated—but instead, the American way 
was scorned and Congrcss cltosc the way of Baby- 
lon. 

In that saine ycar—1933—Roosevclt reversed tbe 
pnlriotic course of tbe four prcccditig Administra- 
tiuns and extended tbe right hand of rccognititin to 
Snviet Rússia. Maxim Litvinov, represeming tbe 
Kremlin gangsters, returned to bis Washington 
lieadquartcrs and daneed for joy over the trick lie 
had put over on "thc inibccile Yankees.” 

Thc grant ng of official recognition to thc Cmn- 
mnnists gave the Soviet Union great prestige and 
unliinited cri dit, and put American ingcmiity at 
the disposal of the Kremlin. This. of course, helped 
pave thc way for Onc-Worldisni. 

Red Penetration Intensified 

The Red penetration was intensified. Alger Hiss 
was placcd in thc State Department; Ifarry Dc.xtcr 
While in tbe Trcasury, William Remington in Com- 
merce; .Major l.udtvig Ullinan in thc War Depart¬ 
ment, and others of their ilk given strategic pnsi- 
tions all thrvmgh the Government. 

Thc International Planners lheit launehed their 
propaganda catnpaign whiclt strottsed anti-American 
feeling in Germany and, at the same time. anti- 
Gcrinnn passions in America, a campaign vvhich 
cillininatcd in the Sccond World War, And while 
Roosevclt was promising thc mothcrs of America 
their sons wonld not figiit on foreign soíI. our gnv- 
ernmriu was even tlten erccting harracks in F.ng- 
tand iur our soldicrs and airmen. 

Tcstiinony produeed at the various hcarings con- 
cerning 1’carl ITarlmr is nnw widcly puhlishcd. 
lapanesc messages had hecn intcrccptcd, and inen 
ín our highcst offices knew that Japan was declar- 
ing war. These men knew thc atlack was coining 
on Pcarl flarhor; but, instead of promptly alerting 
our comiiianding officers in that area, dclihcrately 
sent delaycd wires so that the attack would take 
place bcfnrc thc messages could possibly be dc- 
coded. Ycs, my friends, America lias licen bctrayed! 

It is sickctting to relate what followed; Thou- 
sands and tliousands of American lives were sac¬ 
rifico! on tbe altars of anti-Christ; millions of 
man-vears of liard loil were wasted; hillions of 
ilitllars of imnteasurablc and irreplaccnhlc natural 
resotirces were sí|uamlcrcd to figbt Russia*s two 
great eitemies, Gernmity and Japan. 

This left tbe btitchcrs of the Kremlin ahsolutely 
(rce of chnllenge. both in Europe and in the Orient. 
It permitted the Rcds to launch the preliminary 
skirmishes of World War III. thc liiies of which 1 
believe, arc already tightly rlrawn. 

(Pleose Tttnt to Pa/ie Thirtren) 
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One of the most tlaslardly betrayals occurred at 
the Yalta confcrence nt vvhich Algcr Hiss was con- 
stanlly al Roosevclts elbow as his adviser. It was 
at tbis meeting that Sovict Rússia won the conces- 
sion of veto powcr and threc votes in the United 
Natirms Council. 

Roosevelfs Protnise to Stalin 

Roosevelt promised Stalin cn-opcration in over- 
throvving the (ree governments of Poland and Yugo- 
slavia, He gave his soleinn vvord that he would itt- 
duce Chiang Kai-shck to ttirn over Mancharia to the 
Russians. At Yalta and again at Potsdani our gov- 
ernment agreed to return (leeing refugees from bc 
hind the lron Curtain for use as slavc laborers in 
Rússia. 

Lack of time forbids relating any of lhe otber 
many blunders and crimes committcd by tnen in 
bigh places. Thcre are many. But suffice it to say, 
ladies and gentlemen, there is coining a day of reck- 
oning when every secret thing shall he revealed, 
and every self-cxalted person shall bc brought tovv. 

\Ve can thcn confidently cxpect to vvitness a mass 
emigration from our sbores, and a widespread epi- 
demic of suicides. (lod hasten the day when our 
land shall be purged and cleansed of everything that 
defiles and dcstroys and damns! 

The crossroail al whicli vvc find oursclves at lliis 
hnur suggests an event in Old Tcstamcnt hislory 
when the Israelitcs had fallen intn gross idolatry. 
' Jcrubnam had made tvvo calvos of gold. and said 
unto the people, ‘Behold thy gods, O Israel'," (I 
Kings 12:28); and he made also a grove for Baal, 
and nsed propaganda and política! power to dcccive 
and cnslave his own people 

in every age, Howevcr, Jcbovah G<nl ha» hatf His 
fnithful representatives. 5o, vvc rearl, in I Kings 18. 
"And Klijah carne unto the people, and said, llow 
long halt ye hetvveen two opiiiions? If the l.ORD 
bc lioil, follovv him ; hut if Baal, tlten follow him." 

In otber words, vhoose mivv hetweeu Christ and 
anti-Christ vou reinemher lhe story—the fire fell 
and crmsunied Klijah’» sacrifice, proving that the 
l.ord tiod of Klijah is the true (lod 2000 men had 
rcíused to bow tltcir knce to Baal. 

.Sueli a moment has now come upon our people 
vvith Godless Communism and One Wortdism 
threatening our very exístcncc wliich makcs it im¬ 
possible for a real American to bc neutral. Those 
wbo claim to be neutral at tlic prcsent time will 
soou be foreed to makc tbeir chnice in great trilm- 
lation: but aetually tliey liave already made tbeir 
clmice. for choosing not to chonsc is choosing. 

You Itave heard it stated atui cxperícncc has 
proveu it true—that "one with tlie l.ord is a nia- 
inrity"; yet many tu high places. it appears, are un- 
willing nr unablc to believe titis. Thev are prime 
lo follow the dictalcs of the World Planners in 
carrying out America’* foreign polivy eontrary to 
the Conslitutton anil our laws, Fcaring the couti- 
tries vvith large populations. our leadeis have lveen 
ntaking cnmpromises and fortniiig alliauces that are 
nhomiuations to Almtghty God 
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The vietory of Gideon and his threc hundred 
C/utlges 7) is another shining exatnple of unity and 
faith and eourage for our tinte. It proves not merely 
an inspiring story oí a bygonc age, but a clear 
denionstration of vvhal can bc dono nationally to- 
day ií vve vvottltl nnly recogniac the lordship of 
Christ in the aflfairs of State. This thought is 
strengtliened by the itumemus promises that be- 
long to tts as the Great People of Bihlical prophecy 
and bv the many Providental blesstngs of lhe past. 

Brtefly. thcn, in closing, may I suggest a few 
praclica) steps vve can take as Christian American* 
tu casting out this devil-inspired United Nations 
from the United States.

We must have no more 
Yaltas of treasnn and of secrct commitmcnts. 

2. Support the Bttrdick Rcsolutions calling for

4. Co-opcratc vvhòleheartedly with the Christian 
Nalionalist Crusade and otlier 100 per cent 
Christian patriolic organi/ations. (But he 
sure tliey are Christian.) 

ã. 1’ray for those in authority, as the Scriptures 
teach tts. And, ti yiin are in a religimts groitp 
that does not emphasUc praver find one that 
does. 

It is the praying heart that sanctifies the toil and 
skill of the liallds, atui the vvork and wisdoin of the 
intcllect. 

Praying meti and women are the l.ord's chosen 
leaders. They are the ones who have set ttp Chrtsfs 
kingdoni in the very camp of the cticttiy. What- 
ever of othcr graces or gifts they may have. the 
gift and grave of praver towcrs aíiovc them all 

(The rcason the ('hristian Nalionalist Crusade 
is the powcr it is today is: its leadership has fulfillnl 
these cimditions.i 

(v. We vvottltl admonish you to eleet Christiatts

Rulers have laid claim 
to thc "divinc right oí kings " 

The roots oí tliis motive takc uft back 
lo Eden Man was made in lhe ima gr 
oí God and commandeü lo bc fruitful 
and multiply. Alas! Sin dishgurcd thc 
iinagc and man losl his grcatncss, rat- 
itig, and dontinion. Man losl cftpacíly 
lo be God-like bul nol h»s desire lo be 
great and doininatc otlicrs. Thcre is in 
him an inherent thirsl for power 

In lhe anarchy and coníusion that 
dcvclopcd aflcr iuan’s rebelltoii againsi 
God, kingdoms began to hc built. Wc 
have thc rccord sketchcd in Gênesis. 
Individuais rose. cxcrcising aulhorily 
over othcrs. Slavery dates back to thc 
Babel builders under Niinrod. 

To solidiíy lheir gaius and perpetuate 
kingdoms, sclf*tíehidcri leadcrs claimed 
that tltey werc givcii positíous by di* 
vinc appomtmeut. Nimfod, like thc Ro- 
man <2ae>ars and many othcrs. was dei- 
ficil. SemiramU. Nimrod’s wife, was 
worshiped as a goddess. 

False religions, hcaded by pagan 
prieslhoods, wcrc createil lo give the 
practicc "divine" sanction. Litcraiurc, 
tnylholúgtes, religions, and practices, rc- 
vcal a varying degree aitiong dilTerent 
pcoplcs, to thc claints oí being espe* 
cially chosen. 

Thc modern Jcw ntakcs thc santo 
claim. AUhough difficult lo coticeive, 
many Christians agree. Some go *o far 
as to bestow upon Jew» practically all 
New Tcstamenl blcssing» which right- 
fully belong lo lhe íollowers of Chrisl- 
And. ironically, the Jews rejcct thern. 
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The doclrine oí Christ as thc Son of 
God is the fundamental trulh of Cltris- 
tianily. AccordinR to the New Testa- 
ment, it is absolmcly neccssary lo trust 
in the death oí Christ and believe in His 
resurreclion lo enjoy the advantages oí 
salvation. To rcicct Christ as such 
makcs an individual or nation anti- 
Chrisl. 

This is thc official attitude oí Jcwry, 
ao statcd in lheir Talntud apd syna- 
goguc worship. The queslion naturally 
afines . How can auch a racial group 
be conaistently regarded a« God'« 
chosen people? 

"Who is a líar but hc that ricnicth 
that Jesus is lhe Chrisl? He is anti- 
christ. ihnt denicth the Falhcr aml lhe 
Son " I John 2 22. 

"Hcrch.v knotv ye the Spirit oí God: 
livery spirit that coníesstth that Jesus 
Christ is come in thc flesh is oí God 
And every spirit that rnnfcsscth not 
that Jesus Christ is come in thc ftesh 
ís not oí God: and Ihis is that spirit oí 
anlkhrist, whcrcoí yc have hcard thal 
it shouHl come. and even m»w alrcady is 
it in lhe world." I John 4*2*3. 

A race that aubscribe» to the views 
herc condemned by the Apostle John 
could not poBsibly qualiíy as God’« 
chosen people. 

Jcws continue to perpctualc lhe fal- 
lacious idea that lhey arc cspeoally 
chosen to bc thc suprome nation oí the 
world and this suprcmacy is deMined 
to continue forever. Lct it be plainly 
staied th.it God never promiscd thern 
such a posilion. The claim is a perver- 
sion. an utter perversion, oí great spíri- 
lual iruths having to do with thc posi- 
tion of bom-again believers. 

Seed, Not Seeda 

In thc providciicc oí God, thc seed 
which woulri provide a housc íor deity 
on this carth, was potentíally in the 
loins oí Abraham. He was chosen to 
hcad a nation because of his abiliiy to 
iustill into its nation.il cxistcnce an im- 
derstanding oí the true God. The rcsult 
was that a knowledge of, and prophecics 
cnmrcrniug thc coming Rcdeemer, wcrc 
givcn lo the world. 

Nol all thc nation was faithful. The 
maiorily hccame réproba lr. idolalrous 
anel ratcd with other hcathen nations 
in thc sight of God. But there remaincd 
a remnant attiong thern who kept thc 
iaith alive regarding thc One who was 
«o corne. 

Circumcision, nol birtli or blootl, \v. 1 < 
lhe seal that God demanded. Bul rir* 
cumeision «tone was profitles*. It was 
ouly an otitward sign oí itmer faith rc 
fiuired to deiignatc ohediencc to Gori 
This sign or scal overrode all barriers. 
Race, íarnlly. or natioit made no differ- 
cncc One only needed lo bc circum¬ 
cised lo becotne an IsiaeliU*. 

We iiow know in the liglu of truth 
revcalcd in thc New Testament, that 
circumcision in the flesh was typical oi 
the true circumcision wrought in thc 
heart through lhe new birth, which 
makcs one a nicmhcr of lhe true Israel 
Abraham understoocl thal his humaii 
descendants, as such, wcrc not thc peo 
pie to whom special promi&es were 


givcit. Hc undcrstootl that thc promiscd 
seed was Chriit 

“Now to Abraham and his seed werc 
lhe promises made. Hc saith not, And 
to seeds, ns oí many; but as one. And 
to thy seed, which is Chrisl."

Paul discusscd thc prom¬ 
ises to Abraham and rcícrred to thern 
as, "This gospei that wc prcach " The 
New Testament uniíormly agrees that 
thc prophets spokc of our day, that is. 
tl>e perimi of the church. . . 

The uusalisfactory sacrificcs, priest- 
hoori», temples, an<) cercmonícs Wall 
uever bc reinstituted. Th esc have fouml 
fiiltilhucut «nd beco forever discardetl 
as a lattcred garment 

alKO, as livcly sttmes, are built 
ttp a spiritual housc, an holy pricsthood. 
to offer up spiritual sacriftces, accept- 
able to God by Jcstnt Christ." I Reter

The eon- 
cepts vlth which "mental health" ls oquated are those of the pro- 
pagandlst promotlng a nev social, aoonomic and poli tical order, 
wh 11.a the techniques employad are taken from the reelm of the 
psycho-politlcian, who perverta the potent dlacoveriea of modern 
Science to capture, enslave and control the mlnds of mec. 

The phlloeophy of the prime -mo vers behind the Mental Health 
Lobby is necbanletic materlallsm. Man ls a purely physlcal belng 
lnhablting a purely physlcal universe. God, as supremo eplrltual 
Belng, and the splrltual nature of man which ie sustained by Hls 
worahlp, are mythe bom of primitive superstltion. They are not 
only outmoded and stupld, ouL may iDalca te oerioue "mental 111- 
ness" lf too lntensely puraued.

In morais, the approach ls equally grosa. Sex ir. a uhyíii:-,;. 
appetlte like hunger and deslre for sleep. Permleculty .e r 
al," whlle booka, play a and motioD-pioturea which glorlf the . •- 
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■oral and obsceno are dlgnlfied as "adult entertalment, • wlth the cloar implica tlon that 
those who object to thelr display are scnehow lmnmture. Marrlage ls a oi vil oonvenlenoe, 
devoid of sanotlty, to bs entered, malntained or dissolved ln oonferenoe wlth counaellora, 
social worksrs, paychologlsts, paychiatrlats and other such "experta" ln the fleld of tramas 
and social engineering. 

Politieally, the Mental Health Lobby ls lnternationallst, collectivist and alarmingly 
authorltarlan. Patriotism, lika falth ln God, ls oatmoded and, lf strongly felt and vocally 
expressed, symptomatie of "paranoia," a grave mental dl Borde r requiring hospitallzatlon. lhe 
World Health Organleation and the United Hations Edaoatiosal, Solentiflc and Cultural Organi- 
satlon, both of whlch are speoiallzed agendes of the UH and leadlng proponente of World Gov¬ 
ernment, belong to the Mental Health Lobby.

Any 
preference for worklng, playlng, living or othervise aarociating wlth those of one'e own 
race or religion ls, agaln, "paranoid." Competi tion, ti e 11fe blood of Amerioan progress, 
la aaaoolated wlth "unresolved feelings of hostllity" ai d so brought lnto dlsrepute as a 
propsr moda of economlc, aoadsmlc or other advancement. Men are to identify wlth the masa 
lmãge projeoted by the medíocre majority, all Individual thought and behavlor falling witbln 
the narrov limita of what the Mental Health Lobby hae redeflned as constituting the normal. 

The degree to whlch one devlates ls, of course, lndicatlve of one's need for "guldanoe." 

The asthoda of the Lobby are fully as reprehenslble aa ita social, eoonomio and polltl- 
oal objectlves. At this wrltlng, leglslatlon ls being proposed for actlon by Congress and 
the Leglslatures of all $0 States whlch wculd (1) legolly re-deflne mental lllnese ln terms 
so vague as to penal t a dlagnosis to be made ln the oase of any individual who baa not con¬ 
forme d to the Lobby's dsu standards of nonoallty; (2) legally ampower health offlcers, social 
vorkers and other puhllc employeee to inltlate the cempulsory detentlon of euch an individual 
for lengthy "obaervation" and posslhle unvanted "treatzaent" j (3) permlt euch an Individual to 
be penaanently committed to an izisane asylum without the rigbt of trlal by Jury; (4) deny euch 
individual the right even to be present at the eanmitment hearing; and (5) allow the Feddral 
Government and the States to freely tranafer the individual from asylum to asylum, from State 
to State, from one legal jurisdlction to another, without hls consent or that of hls family. 

Aotually, the Mental Health Lobby ls seeklng to deprive the person called "mentally 111" 
of all legal and cocstltutlonal rlghts whlch are hls as a Citizen of the United States, to 
substituto the word "hospitallzatlon" for lmprisonaent, and to render our courts lncompetent 
to decide such cases according to accepted judicial practice, binding Judges to a new system 
ba se d on the non-legal and pseudo-medloal language of the psychlatrist tumed prosecutor. 

Bsyond this, the "treatment" of mental patlents (the truly IU as well as those committed 
nnjustly) presently fsatures technlquee whlch are almost vholly experimental ln nature. Ihey 
inolude açores of conflictlng methods of psyohotherapy, irrational and destruetive brain sur- 
gery, hypno-therapy, narco-therapy, electro-shock, inaulln shock, snake venom shock, tranquil- 
lzlng and energizlng drug therapy, and ultra-sonic (high frequency sound) destruction of brain 
tissue vlthout resort to surgery. All of these proceduree are in various stages of experimen¬ 
tal applicatloD. Sooe may prove beneficiai., but many are far more barbarous and leas effica- 
clous than the "ice water shock" whlch was used to quiet patlents during the 19th century. 

But, if one argues that such experimentation has a place in mental instltutlons «here 
oases are being treated for whlch there ls no known remedy, what is to be sald of the latest 
program to come from the Mental Health Lobby— that is, the testing of dnryeroua Chemicals 
and drugs on healthy chlldren ln the Public schools of the United States? 

Fantastic, you say? It couldn't happen here? Ky friend, lt has happenad here. At this 
vary moment we know that the sanlty and physical well-being of 35,000 helpless youngsters in 
one county of Pennsylvania is men&ced by a project already begun. What similar experlments 
are being carrled on by school authorltles ln other areas of the Country, we can only suspect. 
Here, however, are the documented facts concerning the one oase we ha ve nesearched: 
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Bafore me 1b a oopy of a confidentlal reeearoh papar, “THE KPTECT OP PSICHIC EHERGIZERS 
OH THE ACHIEvOKHT QP APATHETIC SCHOOL CHILDRES, * prepared by the Chlld Guldanoe Center, South 
Broad St., Lanodale, R.D. l,Pa. lhe Center, ln aotlve operatlon since March, 1957, la an ad¬ 
ministrativo ara of the Mo ntgomar? County publlc achooi ayatem and ls flmnoed by tex funda 
allocated by the Fennsylvanla Qffloe of Puhllo Instructlon at Barrisburg. 

Th 1 b reaearoh paper forae the baela for a requeeted grant of $29,000 froa the National 
Instituto of Mental Health, Betheada 14, Maryland, wlth whlch to expand the experimental teat- 
lng of druga vAloh the Chlld Ouldanee Center hae alraady begun on ohlldren froo the Montgomery 
County Bohoola. There are 100 aahoola and 35,000 youngetera froa vhom to draw aultable aub- 
jeets, the report gloats, and theae vill be aupplled by ‘principais, achooi paychologiats, and 
counaelora" who ‘are ln the beat poaltlon to lnltlate re ferral." 

The experimentara speclflcally inslat that the ohlldren seleofed be "of averago mental 
ablllty or better ... free of any cllnlcally evident symptama of brain lnjury, paychoals, or 
manlfest neurotlc eymptomatology. They are elao free of a rçr dlacernable medloal defeot to ao- 
eount for tbelr condltlon." Theae, then, wlll be ohlldren who are H0T aentally retarded nor 
ln any respect abnoraal ln the accepted medicai aenae. Uhat the reaearchers do, therefore, 
to juetlfy thelr hldeous project, la to apply to theae adaittedly healthy youngatera some lm- 
presalve soundlng worda whlch the Mental Health Lobby uaes ln lta new and all-lncluslve defln- 
ltlona of "mental Ulnesa." The aubjects of thelr drug experimenta, they say, are "underach- 
levera" of the "apathetio peraonallty" type. Th la deacribes "ohlldren who are chronlo under- 
achievers ln thelr achooi work, «Ao shov a generally reatrlcted range of Intereata and aotlv- 
ltles, and who are eharacterlséd by general liatlesaDssa and apathy." Thua, lt la admltted 
that the experimenta are almed, not tovard ourlsg or lmprovlng actual mental dlsorders, but 
toward the alteratlon of peraonallty patterna ln normal young people, 

The druga employed are Rltalln (aethyjl-phenidylacetate), manufactured by the Clba Coo- 
pany, and Meratran (plpradrol hydrochlorlde), prepared by the UfTMam S. Marre 11 Company. It 
ls proposed that 90 ohlldren dlagnoeed ae "apathetio" by such obvioue authorltles ae achooi 
principais, psyohologlsts and counaelora be dlvlded lnto groupa of 30 each. One group ia to 
be placed on Rltalln, the other on Meratran, while the thlrd wlll serve a a the labora to ry 
"control" and recelve a "placebo," that la, a substance roseabling a medicatlon ln appearance, 
but havlng no slgnlflcant phyalological action on the body. The drugglng la to go on for a 
perlod of tvo years. Its purpose ia to "test the hypotheals that Rltalln and Meratran are 
effeetive ln influenclng the mental atatua, work habita, and achievement of apathetio child- 
ren ln publlc schools." Also, to lnvestlgate five "sub-hypotheses" along the same linea. 

Legally, it ia atlll a rlak to use ohlldren ae gulnea-pigs wlthout the coneent of thelr 
families. The experimentara acknowledge thie fact ln thelr report, but haaten to aasure the 
National Inatltute of Mental Health that the securing of such perndesion preaents no problem 
at all. Here la thelr full quote on the subject: 

"Parental cooperatlon ln the lnves tlgation, of courae, wlll be a 
neceaalty from a rramber of standpolnta. The Chlld Guldanoe Center*s In¬ 
tima te assoclatlon wlth the schools permita lt eertain advantages ln this 
respect. Parents are more wllllng to have thelr ohlldren attend a 'achooi 
cllnlc* than they are a standard psychlatrlc lnatallation. Purthermore, 
the fact that achooi fallure la under attack ln the lDvea tlgation ahould 
prove a povierful motlvatlng force, The parents of the apathetlc ohlldren 
seen to date at the Center have been moat cooperativo." 

Thla writer can well Imagine the kind of approach whlch was taken to render frigbtened 
parents "most cooperativo" ln surrenderlng tholr youngaters to the Conter, rather than to the 
mental instltutlon lmplled as an alternativa by the experimenters. Mr. Khruahohev might well 
have forgotten Dianeyland, had he known of thia operatlon ln Lansdale, Pennsylvania . . . 

The National Instituto of Mental Health, to whlch the experimenters applied for the

In Ootober, 1958, the $29,000 grant from the Hatlonal Instituto of Mental Health vas ex¬ 
pôs ed by an alert and oourageous physlclan, Dr. J. E. P, Burna, Chalraan of the Health Cosnlt- 
tee of the Sprimg-Ford Joint School Doar d. Dr. Burna, a realdent of Royeroford, Pa., quotod 
from medicai reporta of prevlous testa of the druj;, Ritalin, to reveal that its adnlniatrat- 
lon ln at leaat coe oaae hed been followed by the urg > to kíll. In a scathlng denunelatlon 
0f the planned experimenta, he deolared: "Ttaey're askxng ua to use erur ehlldren aa gulnea- 
piga for th la teat ln whlch toxlc drugs vculd bo used whlch could canse injuriou® effects 
lastlng a llfetlme.* 

Al th o lt vas revealed that Montgomery County sohool authorltles and 14 local sohool 
boarda had approved the soheme, Dr. Burna' protest prevmlled. Sald Dr. Gerald D. Hottenstels, 
Superintendent of Sohoola in Montgomery County: "If lt ls as had as Dr. Burna says lt ia, and 
lf schools don't want to go along with lt, we'U glve this money back to the National Mental 
Health Instituto." 

That vas last year. What has been bappenlng ln the publlc schools of Montgomery County 
sinoe then? Dr. Hottenstein, in agreelng to rejsot the $29,000 from the National Instituto of 
Mental Health, sesmed totally unconcemed with the gravity of the uhola affair. He ordered no 
lnvestlgation and, oost lirportant of all, Issued no ordere to the arperlmantere at the Chlld 
Guldance Center to dlscontinue the testing of drugs on chlldrsn reforred by the County's pub¬ 
llc schools. No actlon has been taken to prevant the Centai from using the funda lt receivea 
from the Pennsylvanla Office of Publlc Instructlon for the purchase of more drugs, and nothlng 
has been done to get Congress to enact leglalatlon forblddlng the National Instdtute of Mant- 
al Health (or any other Federal agency) to dlsburse tar funde for such purposes. 

For this reason, the American People deserve to be made conversant with the faots whlch 
mb have disclo8ed ln this Newsletter, lt has taken this vriter many months to compile the 
Information pertlnent to this lssue, and to gather the documentation neoesaary to support 
the charges made. lhe exlstence of a threat to the mlnds and bodios of school ehlldren ln 
every coamunlty ln this Country ls clearly lndicated by what has happened here in Pennayl- 
vania. No one knows what school distrlcts are dupllcating the Lansdale experimenta or others 
of an equally dangarous nature. Only a total expoaure of the part whlch dtiug experimenta are 
plsying ln the overall program of the Mental Health Lobby oan offer our Natlon's youngsters 
the protectlon whlch they have a right to expect from those who love them, and only a serlous 
lnvestlgation by the Congress of the United States can bring all of these facts to llght. 

The Mental Health Lobby has llterally ml 11 lona of do 11 ara to spend in propagandizlng 
the publlc, Congress and the several State Legislaturas. Our expoaure of the lnfamous Alaska 
Mental Health Aot ln 1956 reaulted in pressure whlch forced this Newsletter out of clrculat- 
ion for almost three years, for lack of adequate financial support. Please glve us the back- 
inc necessary to put this issue lnto the bands of hundreds of thousands of Americana, and to 
oarry on our fui1-time activities in the faca of whatever the opposition has to offer.
